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By Appointment. 

Durham Castle was erected by Bishop Pudsey on the 
site of former buildings, and was used as an episcopal 
residence in 1833. To the same prelate is also due the 
beautiful Elvet Bridge (which stands in the foreground of 
the picture). The Cathedral, commenced by Bishop 
Carileph in 1093, on the site of an old Saxon church, is 
regarded as one of the grandest of English Cathedrals.
